Taft, in a recent speech, 
strongly advocated this change, 
on the ground that “then it 
would not be necessary for a 
President to take the stump to 
make campaign speeches, and 
defend himself from such gross 
and unjust misrepresentation 
as I have been the victim of.” 
A poll of Congress, which has 
been made by the New York 
World, shows a large majority 
in both heyses in favor of _ the 
proposed cqnstitutional  am- 
endment.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST HOMESTEAD 
REGULATIONS 


Any person’ who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years old, may home- 
stcad a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manito- 
bia, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for _ the 
district. Entry by proxy muy 
be made at any agency, on cer- 
tuin conditions by a mo- 
ther, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader.
